It was therefore 
the United Kingdom view that any 
attempt at estgblishing an overall dollar 
figure. which ” Germany must pay after 
World War II was not worth attempting. 
: By the same token, it would be impractical 
to attempt to satisfy the precise demands 
of the claimant countries. This does ‘not 
mean that Germany should not pay all she 
can, but only that the futile experience of 
_ the last war dictates ‘a slightly different 
* approach. This view prevailed both at 
/ Potsdam and at the Reparations Confer- 
™ ence. 
In Paris it was accordingly agreed that 
reparations should be distributed among 
the claimants in terms of goods and scr- 
vices as they. became available, with no 
limit. g set at this stage to the volume 
of availabilities. A term of five years was 
set, however, in which availabilities could 
be delivered. It is for the Control Council 
in Berlin to declare what goods and ser- 
vices are available. The eighteen Western 
Powers represented at the Paris conference 
agreed to the establishment of a body to 
‘be known as the Inter-Allied Reparations 
Agency. This agency, to be established in 
_ Brussels, will receive the declared list.of 
’ availabilities from the Control Council, in- 
vite the bids of the: claimants, and arbi- 
trate between them. 

The agreement: on reparations’ was pre- 
ceded by very thorough discussions on the 
procedures to.be followed. Attempts were 
made to assess claims on the basis of the, 
needs of the individual allies.
